INTERSTATE’BOARD 
EXTENDS POWERS 
BY OWN RULING 


— 


WASHINGTON—The commerce com- 
mission ruled Monday that all commerce 
between the United States, the Philip- 
pines, Canal Zone and Porto Rico 
subject to its regulatory power; that 
the rules relating to import and export 
traftic do not apply, and necessarily all 
ships engaged in traffic of that kind that 
works in any way in. connection with 
any railroad must file tariffs with 
commission, 

The only way a steamship line can 
avoid coming under the regtilation of 
the commission to confine itself 
solutely to port to port traffic; that is, 
to refuse to be a party to any arrange- 
ment for carriage to destination beyond 
the port to which the goods are trans- 
ported,

;increase in the number of surplus 
as reported in the fortnightly statement 
of shortages and surpluses, It is true 
that the car shops are turning out large 
numbers of cars right along, and may 
able to materially relieve the railroads 
within a short time. but sudden cold 
weather would easily cause congestion 
at the larger terminal points.
